Weinberger visit seen 
as ‘good’ U.S. signal

U.S. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger’s two-day visit here, 
which begins this afternoon, is seen 
in Jerusalem as the clearest possible 
signal that Washington sees the two 
countries wel] on the way back to a 
“business as usuai™ relationship — 
although not quite astived there. 

Weinberger left for Lebanon 
yesterday and after leaving Israel on 
Friday, he carries on to Egypt. 

Defence Minister Ariel Sharon, 
who as Weinberger's host is 
arranging a fact-finding tour of 
military units and installations, said 
yssterday he would show him how 
Israel _was helping enhance the 
_American role in the Middle East. 

Weinberger will meet Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin 
tomorrow at his Nahariya hotel and 
will meet Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir Friday morning at his 
bureau in Jerusalem. Weinberger's 
first public appearance will be 
tonight at 9 p.m, at the Tel Aviv 


Hilton, where Sharon is giving a 
cocktail party in his honour. 

Moshe Arens, the Israeli am- 
bassador in Washington, arrived 
yesterday afternoon to heip prepare 
the visit, and he will accompany 
Weinberger throughout. The IDF 
military attache in Washington, 
Aluf Menahem Meron also came 
with -Arens, 

At Ben-Gurion Airport, Arens, 
told reporters that Weinherger’s 
first. official visit here was “an 
achievement.” 


Arens said, “The main object of 
the Weinberger visit is to strengthen 
ties between the two states.” He 
said he did not anticipate any 
diplomatic ourcome from the visit,

Strong pianae! opposition 
Ne’eman’s settlement 
plan called ‘too costly’

There is strong opposition in the 
Treasury to the settlement plan 
which Science and Technology 
Minister Yuval Ne’eman presented 
to Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
during their meeting last Monday. 
The Treasury considers Ne‘eman's 
proposals hasty, costly and inconsis- 
tent with: existing plans, The 

Jerusalem Past has learned. 
Several weeks ago, the govern- 
ment decided to allocate some 
15500 million to the newly created 
Science and Technology Ministry as 
part of the agreement under which 
Ne’eman’s Tehiya party joined the 
coalition. Last Monday's meeting 


“was intended to specify how these 


sums would be spent. It had already 
deen agreed that Ne'eman’s ac- 
tivities will include the establish- 


ment of new settlements.in the West - 


Bank. 
After the meeting, Ne"eman ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with the out- 


come of his talks with Aridor, and 
declared that a specific programme 
for settlements was presented to the 
Treasury. 

Ne’eman’s settlement plan would 
utilize most of the funds allocated to 
his Science Ministry. His proposals 
call for the establishment of I! new 
settlements in the West Bank, five 
urbaa and six rural, and the building 
of new roads between existing ones. 


The treasury feels that Ne‘eman 
was too hasty in the preparation of 
his proposals, and that the plan 
presented to Aridor was the result 
of the science minister's desire to 
spend the allocated sums as quickly 
as possible. 

Treasury officials disagree with the 
plan’s ‘estimated cost of several 
hundred million shekels, saying it 
would cost billions, if the infrastruc- 
ture — such as roads, water supply. 
electricity and telephone installations 
— for the proposed settlements is

MIG DOWNED

appeared to engulf it. 

It was impossible to see whether a 
missile downed the MiG and no 
details were available from the IDF 
spokesman. But a terse announce- 
ment said the plane was shat down 


‘while on a reconnaissance mission. 


The plane sheared off part of a 
four-storey apartment building und 
then crashed into a construction site 
in the plush hillside area of Rabieh 
about [2 kilometres northeast of 
Beirut. 

The pilot was killed, and police 
Said a second crewman bailed out 
safely. No one was hurt in the apart- 
ment building. 

The plane crashed through the 
bedroom of Alice and Abrahum 
Hamalian in a recently constructed 
building in Rabieh, The two beds 
were covered with debris: a dresser 
and the dvors of the closet were 
blackened. The wall was smashed. 
Metal bars and the clear blue sky 
could be seen through part of 
what used to be the roof. 

Mrs. Hamalian was in the adjz- 
cent bathroom and emerged un- 
harmed, neighbours said. 

A neighbour said he was sitting in 
his living room when he heard an 
explosion. a second bigger one. and 
then the entire area was covered 
with smoke. “We couldn't see 
anything,” he said. The water tanks 
on the roof burst and the ground 
floor was flooded. 

The plane hit the ground in a con- 
struction site near the green and 
white building, and the debris was 
strewn all over the lot. 

The MiG-25 Foxbat is the Arabs”

Lebanese government sources 
said that {srael is refusing to sur- 
render control of the Beirut Inter- 
national Airport until all leftist 
militia groups are disarmed.

Prisoner can’t attend son’s brit, judge rules

TEL AVIV. — Bank robber Herzl Avitan may not at- 
tend the circumcision of his son, district court judge 
Ya"’acov Melhiz ruled yesterday after hearing evidence 
- that mother and child might be kidnapped on the way 


to the Brit. 


Meltz rejected a petition presented on behalf of 
Avitan, Orit Arbiv and their as yet unnamed child to 
order the prison authority to allow the father's 


presence at the ceremony. 


Since both parents oppose going ahead with the 
Brit Mila in Avitan’s absence, Meltz told the authority 
it must consuit the court and the petitioner's attorney, 
David Yiftah, before the infant can be circumcised, 

The judge also advised the authority to solicit rab- 
binical opinion on the matter, since, he said, “Ἴ am not 
an expert in the Shulhan Aruch (Jewish code of law).” 

. Meltz said he will give his reasons for the ruling this 
Morning, and Yiftah informed him he plans to appeai 
to the Supreme Court immediately after. 

Avitan is currently in Ashkelon prison serving 2 15- 
year term for the 1979 armed robbery of a Bank Leumi 
branch in Ramat Aviv, Police also believe he par- 
ticipated in the killing of Ramle detention centre war- 
den Roni Nitzan last December and the fatal shooting 
of a’ guard during a hold up in the Keren Or jeweiry 


factory a month later. 


He gave prison guards the slip while on leave 
visiting his ailing father in September 1981, fled abroad 


fast January and was extradited from France in July. 

Artiv is in Neveh Tirza prison for women, awaiting 
trial later this month for allegedly being an accessory 
to the slayings. The baby was born last week in jail. 

Originally, Yiftah charged in the petition, the 
Authority had agreed to hold the Brir at Ashkelon 
prison, with Avitan present. Arbiv and the baby were 
to be driven there from Neveh Tirza. But on Sunday, 
the authority changed its mind, citing security 
reasons for a change of venue to Neveh Tirza. 

As Nitzan’s father sat in the courtroom, listening in- 
tently, Tat-Gundar David Distelfeld, the authority's 
chief of security, testified that Ya‘acov Shemesh — 
Avitan’s alleged accomplice in the killings — might 
try to kidnap Arbiv and the baby en route to or from 
Ashkelon. 

He said the aim of the possible abduction, which he 
claimed could conceivably be carried out with 
Avitan's assent, would be to “effectively silence” 
Arbiv from testifying in the Nitzan and Keren Or 
cases. Shemesh escaped from the Abu Kabir lockup 
last October and is 51}}} at Jarge. 

Yiftah, attempting to counter the argument, noted 
that Arbiv had already been moved to and from prison 
at least six times for remand hearings, without a word 
of objection from the authority. 

Distelfeld also told che court he feared Avitan might 
try to harm Arbiv inside Ashkelon prison.

Should doctors tell patients the truth?

TEL AVIV. — Forty doctors, 
lawyers, philosophers and scientists 
will attend a four-day conference on 


medical ethics to debate such ques-. 


tions as the ability of seriously ill 
patients to give informed consent to 
participation in a medical experi- 
ment and the possible psychological 
barm resulting from teiling a patient 
the facts about his condition, 

_ The conference, to be held at Tel 
Aviv University, will open on Sun- 
day. 

At a press conference here 
yesterday, Prof. Andre de Vries, 
professor emeritus at the univer- 
sity’s School of Medicine and one of 
the conference organizers. gave 
other examples of what will be dis- 
cussed: “Some work is already be- 
ing done on brain transplant, or 


rather transplanting parts of a brain. 
Should ἃ patient be told that this 


. could change his personality?" 


De Vries pointed out the dif- 
ficulties of double-blind experi- 
ments in which some patients are 


᾿ piven a placebo while others get the 


experimental treatment. If the treat- 
ment works and some of those 
receiving the placebo die, there 
could be ethical as well as legal con- 


sequences. 
Theological issues will also be 


raised. There are three criteria for 
death according to the Halacha: 
cessation of functioning in the 
brain, the heart and the lungs. This 
would have implications for hean 
transplants; if the heart is alive, so is 
the patient. 

Prof. Amos Shapira, dean of the 
Tel Aviv University Law School, 


said the interdisciplinary nature of 
the conference is important because 
for too long society has left the 
ethical implications of medicine 
solely in the doctor's hands. 

Also scheduled to open on Sun- 
day is the Sixth International 
Congress on Steroid Hormones, to 
be held in Jerusalem. The five-day 
conference will be attended by 
more than 500 doctors and 
researchers from 30 countries, in- 
cluding Egypt and the Eastern bloc. 

The congress will deal with the 
treatment of diseases ranging from 
breast cancer to acne, Prof. Bruno

German extreme right extends hate campaign 


Foreigners now target of neo-Nazis 


BONN (UPD). — Interior Minister 
Gerhan Baum said sesterday that 
neu-Nazis have increased their 
membership by preaching hutred of 
foreigners along with hatred of 
Jews, 


He suid in his annual security 
report thal slogans such as 
“Foreigners get yu" are now rivall- 
ing “Hider lives" und “Germany 
awake.” becuuse organizations that 
wanl to revive the Nazi movement 
believe hatred of Soreigners will 
bring them a mass following. 

“Jews dominated the list οἱ 
ene ies of neo-Nazi groups until 
1979." Baum said. “But since 1980, 
neo-Nuzis have taken up more and 
more anti-foreigner tendencies.” 

In line with Advlf Hitler's 
doctrine of u Germanic Aryan 
Master race, the nea-Nazis are say- 
ing that the 4.5 million foreign 
workers in West Germany are pol- 


luting German art and culture. 
German blood and nutionulity. 
Baum reported. 

He cited the slogan “Mixing 
races is penocide™ as one being used 
by a dozen neo-Nazi and extreme 
right-wing orgunizations. 


“In the last decade the nght-wing 
extremists lost more than half their 
members,” Baum reported. “But in 
the last two vears. the membership 
has increased slightly and is about 
20,0), 


“But ποῖ only the organized right- 
wing extremists cause concern. The 
circulation of the extreme right- 
wing national Zeirung newspaper — 
a shameful publication — is well 
over 100.000 and it has many more 
than 100,000 readers.” 

Baum cited a slutement by the 
National Socialist Action Front as 
lypical of the new neo-Nazi cam- 
paign to use hatred of foreign 


workers — which is being fuelled by 
growing unemployment — to 
recruit new members. ᾿ 

“The main weight of the move- 
ment will be on the foreign 
question.” leader Michael 
Kuehnen. a former Jieutenant in the 
West German Army was quoted as 
writing. “This is a theme that no 
other group can take away from.us 
.und with it we will achieve amass 
following in the future.” 

Baum said Gary Rex Lauck, the 
American Nazi leader of Lincoln, 
Nebraska, who sends ἃ publication 
called NS Kampfruf (National 
Socialist.

“Asians and Africans are under- 
mining all of Western Europe with 
the help of churches, labour unions, 
parties and governments and will 
cause its downfall,” Baum quoted 
issue No. 45 a3 saying.

UN asks to see 
American ‘defector’ 


SEOUL (Reuter). — The UN Com- 
mand has asked to interview a U.S. 
soldier in North Korea to determine 
whether he is there of his own 
choosing. a command spokesman 
said yesterday. 

North Korea said on Saturday 
that the 20-year-old soldier. Private 
Joseph White, had crossed the 
demilitarized zone from the south 
and requested political asylum. A 
UNC spokesman said at the time 
that this could be true, adding that 
White had been seen with North 
Korean suldiers on their side of the 
border. 

But in the soldier's home town of 
St. Louis, Missouri. his parents ac- 
cused North Korea of taking him 
captive. “They ure just not going to 
say my son is a defector,” said 
Kathleen White. “I'm going to fight. 
Only ἃ gun got my son across the 
line.” 

“Joe is not 2 defector.” added 
Norval White. “He is a prisoner. if 
he was a defector they would be us- 
ing him on TY.”

Jiang Qing 
Mao’s widow may 
be reprieved, 
chairman says 
PEKING (Reuter). — Jiang Qing, 
Mao Tsetung's widow who received 
ἃ suspended death sentence last 
year for heading the radical leftist 
Gang of Four, could be reprieved, 
Chinese Communist Party 
Chairman Hu Yaobang said yester- 
day. 

Chatting to reporters after 
meeting a visiting French 
parliamentary delegation, Hu was 
asked what would happen to Jiang 
when her sentence came up for 
Teview next January. 

“That is for the court to decide, 
but I think that the court will take 
the circumstances into account and 
will reduce her sentence.” Hu said. 

But he added that Jiang remained 
unrepentant, “acting as an enemy 
both politically and ideologically.” 
He did not say what circumstances 
were favouring her reprieve. 


Ingrid Bergman 
to be cremated 


LONDON (UPI). — The body of 
Ingrid Bergman, one of film’s most 
beautiful and memorable stars, will 
be cremated in a London funeral 
ceremony this week altended only 
by members of her immediate 
family. a spokesman said yesterday. 


The family of the actress, who 
died from breast cancer soon after 
her 67th. birthday party on Sunday, 
maintained official secrecy about 
the funeral arrangements. 


A public memorial service will be 
held at a later date so fans can pay a 
final tribute, the spokesman said. 


Bergman's last husband, Lars 
Schmidt. and her four children 
gathered yesterday in London to 
open the last, will and testament of 
the actress. Its contents were 
unknown. 


Iran, Iraq trade insults, - 
threaten to escalate war 


NICOSIA (AP). — Iraniun forces 
will punch into Iraqi territory to 
silence “enemy guns,” Iran's Presi- 
dent Ali Khamenei threatened 
yesterday. 

“We shall advance as far as it 
takes to.silence enemy guns and en- 
sure a quiet life for our citizens 
along the border.” Khamenei told a 
rally in the northeastern Iranian city 
of Mashhad. 

A summary of the speech was 
broadcast by the Iranian state radio, 
monitored in Nicosia. 

Khamenei told the crowd that 
Iran cannot “sit back and watch the 
(Iraqi) enemy pound Abadan,~ 
stressing that the Iraqis “understand 
no linguage but force.” 

The Iranian leader apparently 


was reacting to a threat by Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein on Mon- 
day night that his forces were 
Preparing for a showdown battle 
which would end the 23-month-old 
war with fran. 

The speeches of Hussein and 
Khamenei, about 20 hours apart, 
were interspersed with identical 
diatribe — with Hussein describing 
the Iranians as “expansionists” and 
Khamenei labelling the fraqi 
leadership as “aggressor.” 

“Hussein accused Iranian forces of 
shelling residential areas and 
economic installations in the 
southern Iraqi city of Basra, while 
Khamenei complained about Iraqi 
artillery pounding of the oil refining 
center of Abadan. 


101 already dead in Indian floods 


NEW DELHI! (UPI). — Floods 
have killed 101 persons nationwide 
and monsvon-fed rivers burst their 
banks yesterday in eastern India, 
threalening surrounding villages. 
Ten days of floads have killed 56 
in the northern state of Uttar 
Pradesh, 25 in the central state of 
Madhya Pradesh and 20 in the east 


coast state of Orissa along the Bay 
of Bengal. officials said. 

More than a million persons in 
the three states are affected by the 
floods. Many are marooned, 
homeless and without essential sup- 
plies, and authorities expect the 
death toll to rise as rescue workers 
teach isolated villages.

Credit should be given to very 
good night photography by Dan 
Rosenberg, and the driving tempo 
imposed by editor Anath Lubarsky, 
under the direction of Goldwasser. 
Goldwasser is an untypical beginner 
since he is not in the least attached 
to every milimetre of film he has 
shot. but quite prepared to cut. race 
the plot forward and avoid any 
dragging. 

This may not be a shattering 
human experience. Qne doesn't 
Care too much for any of the

A team of 13 Israeli business 
leaders intend to demonstrate that 
the Jewish State is one of the 
world’s important markets for 
American manufacturers and that 
U.S. companies engaged in joint 
ventures with Israeli counterparts 
are enjoying profitable operations 
here. 

“The Corporate Executive Mis- 
sion to the U.S. for the Promotion 
of Closer Trade and Business

U.S. sales to Israel exceeded $2.5 
billion last year, an increase of 23 
per cent over the previous year, 
with more than $1.24 billion 
reported for the first half of 1982. 
Israeli exports to the U.S.. its prin- 
cipal market country, also rose by 
30 per cent in 1981. to reach $1. 270. 
Electrical and electronic products 
led the export growth. Shipments of 
medical scanners and telecom- 
munications equipment rose by 89 
per cent. to $116 million, and of 
transportation equipment, primarily 
business jet aircraft, by 79 per cent, 
to $175m. in 1981. Cut diamond ex- 
ports, which account for almost half 
of all exports. increased by 1} per 
cent. to $506.5m. last year. 


Scores of thousands of workers in 
hundreds of communities 
throughout the U.S. are employed 
supplying Israel's needs, it is said,

TEL AVIV. — The Israel Trade 
Fair Centre and Tel Aviv Conven- 
tion Centre plans to go public and 
sell shares on -the stock market, 
general manager Ya'acov Bar-Gera 
told the press here yesterday. He 
said that the board of directors had 
recently approved the move and is 
now awaiting the approval of the 
Tel Aviv Municipality, which has a 
controlling share in the centre. 


Bar-Gera said it would take some 
time before the company could turn 
to the market, because according to 
regulations, the stocks issued must 
be worth at least 25 per cent of the 
company’s total worth. It turns out 
that the centre is sitting on very ex- 
pensive real estate, so that its gross 
worth is over $70 million. This 
means that stocks worth about 


$20m. will cave to ‘be sold. “if we 
are going to collect such sums, we 
want to be prepared with suitable 
investment plans,” he said. uF 

Bar-Gera said that the funds will 
be used to set up a recreation centre 
for visiting businessmen, which wifi 
include 2 fast-food eatery and-a 
high-class restaurant, two'| 
amphitheatres and a big area for 
permanent -exhibitions, especially 
for export items. ~ . : 

The entire centre will be built on 
land belonging to the company, 
which is now leased to the drive-in 
movie theatre. When the plan wilt 
be completed, it will mean the end 
to the only-drive-in theater in the 
country. 

Bar-Gera said that apart from the . 
kibbutz and industry fair which 
opens next week, four more fairs 
will be held at the Fair Οεσυκάς 
over the next six weeks.

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And now, Syria’s turn 


AFTER THE PLO” it was τὴ turn Οὐ the Syrians Lo start an exodus 
from West Beirut. They are i2king aew positions in the Bekaa Valley 
to the eust, where a fairly large Svrian army has for some time now 
been digsing in, fortifying its defences, and generally commanding a 
respectable presence. 

According to Radio Damascus the troops removed from West 
Beirut are redeployed offensivels inthe Bekau. in the expecta- 
tion of a clush of arms with Israel, [such 2 clush were to occur, these 
Ssrian troops would be 29 match for ihe IDF. This has been amply 
demonstrated during the Lebanese war, and fresh proof was offered 
yesterday with the shooting down of a Syrian Mig-25 while on a 
reconanissance flight over Beirut. . 

Should President Assud refuse τὸ budge from Lebanon, despite 
Israel's insistence that he pull nis troops out from that country, war 
would most likely fare up again. Sume Israeti leaders have denied 
the intention of entering any such nev. war. Dut they do not include 
Defence Minister Sharon. fn the event of ἃ war, the Soviets, who 
have never been overly happy with Syria's thrust into its easterly 
neighbour, would be under no obligation to bail their friends out. 

Quite possibly the Syrian leaders themselves now realize that the 
days of their army in Lebanon are numbered. The pressure is on 
them not only by Israel, aad by the U.S., which has endorsed Israel's 
war aims, but t: the Lebanese themselves. and by most of the other 
Arab governments, All want Syria to clear out of Lebanon. For only 
in that way could Israel, ioo. be obliged to withdraw its troops. ἢ 

A formula that would allow the Syrians to pull out from Lebanon 
gracefully, more or less. and without fuss of face, is believed likely ta 
be worked out at the Arab summit conference in Fez next week. 

Syria’s presence in Lebanon has been legitimized by an Arab 
League mandate deriving from a formal request by the Lebanese 
government, But that mundate has naw expired, since the Lebanese 
government declined. earlier this mouth. to request its renewal, To 
bow out willingly, us it were, as a result of the dissolution of the so- 
called Arab Deterrent Force. would surely be far less humiliating 
than to be thrown out by the Israel Army. 

President Assad. a ftard bargaines, will no doubt argue that 
Lebanon, which Syriu in any case claims as part of its national 
domain, serves as ἃ natural buffer against Israel. The Bekaa Valley, 
especially, is of enormous strategic value as the gateway to 
Damascus, The Syrian ruler will doubtless make, for a start, some im- 
possible demands. such us the prior evacuation of Israeli forces, and 
an undertaking by President Bashir Jemavel not to conclude peace 
with Israel, 

In the end, as is his want. President Assad will show reason, He 
will. no doubt, insist on same reasonable quid pra quo from the U.S. 
and Saudi Arabia. as the price of his getting away from Lebanon 
without 4 fight. : 

But a strong case can be made for the proposition that a Syrian 
withdrawal coinciding with an Israeli pullback would serve Syria's in- 
terest even more than Israel's, For one thing, the present military 
situation poses a graver threat τὸ Syria than to Israel. With its troops 
back home, Israel would be in ἃ far weaker position to affect the 
decisions of the central government in Beirut, while the system of in- 
ot Israeli control jn the south “ould in all likelikood be disman- 
Uled. 

The Syrians, on the other hand, ἃ ould continue to exercise a great 
deal of residual political influence in Lebanon, thus enabling them to 
influence the new Lebanese president. This alone should induce 
President Assad to opt for the peaceful evacuation of all foreign 
forces, including his own, from Lebanon.

Israel — the fact remains that this is 
a war without end. Indeed, it is a 
war which can have no ending, at 
least not a military one. 

Even supposing that we can 
achieve additional goals — 
withdrawal of Syrian forces from 
the Lebanon, the establishment of a 
strong and nationally accepted 
Lebanese government — what 
then? Certainly neither of these is 
worth the life of even one Israeli 
soldier — even if they are achieved, 
will that usher in “the new era in the 
Middle East" that Begin and 
Sharon have been proudly 
proclaiming? 

Certainly not. Like the PLO 
evacuation from Beirut, it will be a 
change in the tactical, let's even say 
the strategic deployment of forces 
{hopefully for the better), but unlike 
the peace with Egypt, it will change 
none of the basic factors of the con- 
flict itself. 

For the only salient fact, which 
the Lebanese war has proved once 
more, is that the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict cannot be resolved by the force 
of arms. This is so obvious that one 
should almost be ashamed to say it 
again — were it not for the delu- 
sions to the contrary. which con- 
tinue to prevail on both sides. 

In order for one of the two sides 
in-a war to achieve a final and 
decisive victory, it must be able to 
crush its opponent's forces to such 
an extent that the other side will 
have no choice but to accept the 
terms laid down by the victor. 

Certainly, the Arabs have not 


THE ARAB campaign against 
Israel has over the years, been 
rooted in deep historical, religious. 
and national elements indigenous to 
Arab nationalism and Islam that 
can, together, be described as an 
ideology. 

This implies a set of beliefs and 
attitudes concerning the Arab 
destiny, its power and rights, against 
other forces that penetrate the Mid- 
die East against the wishes and 
slighting the sensitivities of the Arab 
nation. 

In this fundamental sense the 
Arab-Israeli conflict has manifested 
itself in warfare, political confronta- 
tion, and national estrangement; 
but all of these phenomena are 
mere symptoms of the profound 
ideological cause at the root of 
Arab rejection of Israel. 

It is clear that the ideological 
dimension in Arab thinking and 
policy has been seriously ignored in 
efforts to both understand and 
resolve the conflict. This is because 
ideological information about the 
Arab position compared to its bla- 
tant public-political orientation is 
not easily accessible; and also 
because of a tendency to un- 
derestimate the force of ideology in 
politics, assuming that onty hard in- 
terests rather than deeply-held ideas 
affect nations” decisions. 

{t is interesting that this should be 
the case when, after the defeat of 


Nazi Germany less than 40 years ago, 


the Allied powers did realize the 
paramount necessity of eliminating 
the ideological structure of German 
society. 

For the sake of Germany's 
national health and international 
peace, the United States trans- 


formed the educational system, 
cultural environment, governmental 
regime, and foreign policy of post- 
war Germany. «

been able to do this for the last 35 
years, and given the present and 
forseeable balance of power in this 
region, they have little chance of 
doing so in the future.

This is ne small matter, because it 
has meant no less than the survival 
of Israel. But it is by no means the 
same as achieving our aims, ie.

Anybody who believes that more 
than a [00 million Arabs can be 
forced into this by “unconditional 
surrender” is simply shutting his 
eyes to reality. : 

The only alternatives then for 
both sides are either “eternal” war 
or compromise. 

IN THE PAST, it was mainly the 
Arabs (and a small, uninfluential 
revisionist minority in the Zionist 
movement), who believed the force 


of arms to be the most effective way - 


to achieve one’s aims. Even today, it 
ocems that the Palestinians, like the 
Bourbon kings, have learned 
nothing from their mistakes and 
have forgotten none of their follies. 
Even sow they continue to talk 
about “armed struggie” — as if 
nothing had happened since the 
time of the Mufti. 

But the trouble is that today we 
have an Israeli leadership and ap- 
parently a large part of Israeli 
public opinion who want Israel now 
to adopt the same belief in “armed 
struggle” that has so miserably 
failed with the Palestinians except 
that in our case they cail it “military 
solution to the conflict.” 


To the primitive mind there is :

One ot 
the basic aims of Israel's war in 
Lebanon has been to eliminate the 
PLO as a military force.

THE PLO, however, is much more 
than a military and political force: it 
is the primary expression of the 
Arab national ideological rejection 
of Israel's legitimacy in the Middle 
East. The PLO carries the pan-Arab 
claim that Jewish {srael must 
become Arab Palestine. 

Let us not forget that the Arab 
world, led by Egypt, established the 
PLO, armed it, legitimized it, and 
continues — even while standing on 
the military sidelines — to argue its 
case and campaign for its recogni- 
tion (note Egyptian diplomatic ef- 
forts vis-a-vis France). 

The Arab position is thus a com- 
plex one: unwillingness to intervene 
militarily to support the PLO on the 
battlefield, yet willingness to in- 
tervene diplomatically and national- 
ly to save the PLO's existence. This 
is the paradox, not contradiction, in 
the behaviour of Egypt, Syria, and 
other Arab countries.
